FOREIGN OUTLOOK BETTER. 


Morton Thinks Insurance Busi- 
ness Will Revive There. 


President Paul Morton of the Equitable 
Life, who returned from the other side 
on Friday, put in a busy day at his 
office yesterday. He said to reporters: 

“IT have not much to say about for- 
eign assurance matters. The revelations 
of the past eighteen months have nat- 
urally curtailed American business 
abroad, but I think that everybody now 
understands that these revelations have 
shown the three large companies to be 
unusually strong finanolally, and that 
there ia a good outlook for business in 
foreign countries now. It is likely to 
be slow, however. 

“This society has decided to remain 
in France, The people there are pros- 
perous and frugal. They are great in- 
vestors and are quite likely to buy both 
American asgurance and American secu- 
rities in much larger quantities than 
they have ever bought them before. They 
have about reached the conclusion that 
America offerg a more attractive field 
for investment than Russia, and it is 
said France has over fifteen hundred 
million dollars invested in Russia. 

“So far as Great Britain is concerned, 
whilo we have greatly reduced our ex- 
penses there, there is not the slightest 
intention of retiring from that field. It 
is true that I appeared before a select 
committee of the House of Lords, ap- 
pointed to specially consider life assur- 
ance companies. Since then this com- 
mittee has made its report, and it is a 
very satisfactory one. In general terms 
it recommended that American assurance 


be treated In every respect 
with the treatment accorded 
companies. I think there is a 
inclination on the part of the 
authorities to encourage com- 
petition from outside companies. There 
is not the slightest reason to believe 
that they are in any way unfriendly 
American companies.

JEWEL FRAMES NOT JEWELS. 


Board of Appraisers Decides Against 
Government in Test Case. 


A customs test case of much interest to 
jewelry and art-importing circles was de- 

cided yesterday by the Board of General 
nj ae rs favorably to the contention of 
the litigants, when it was held that chate- 
laine bags, jewel cases, picture frames, 
and similar articles cannot legally be as- 
sessed at the 60 per cent. duty applicable 
to jewelry "’ as that word is used in the 
Dingley tariff. 

The specific case was a protest filed by 
M. Knoedler & Co. of this city. The firm 
imported miniature picture frames com- 
posed of precious metal set with diamonds 
and pearls. Collector Stranahan exacted 
duty on the frames as jewelry at the rate 
of 60 per cent. The importers went before 
the board with the claim that the frames 
should be deemed “manufactures of 
metal” as that term is used in the law. 

In his opinion written for the board, 
General Appraiser Sharretts says in part: 

‘‘Had the frames in question been de- 
signed or suitable for use as articles to be 
worn on the person, we would entertain 
no doubt of the correctness of their classi- 
jfication as jewelry. Articles of utility, 
such as chatelaine bags, jewelry cases, 
and picture frames, not being articles of 
personal adornment, are not included 
within the dictionary definition 
ielry, no matter how valuable they may be. 
We accordingly find that the disputed 
goods are not commonly known as jewel- 
ry.

In her work the stenog- 
rapher has learned the better and more facile way, 
appealing to his vanity. 

And, having learned it during a few years’ work 
in various offices, she has but to continue the prac- 
tice of the art in order to make a happy home after 
she has taken her choice of a half dozen desirable 
parties. 

Because of her contact with men and her growth 
in grace and deference she has the best opportu- 
nities for marriage, and because of these very 
things, too, she makes a desirable wife. She has but 
to put her art to the test in other ways, to say 
sweetly, “Do you not think?” “What do you ad- 
vise?” “ Ah, you always know just what to do in an 
emergency!” and the like, and devotion comes her 
way and abides with her. Let her be as independ- 
ent by nature as possible, still thraugh her work 
she has learned to veil her independence. So in 
matrimony she becomes that greatest of all suc- 
cesses, the wife who manages her husband without 
his knowing it. 
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Far and away and removed from the stenogra- 
pher in her characteristics, her chances of matri- 
mony, and her success as a wife is the New York 
school teacher, although she has certainly the ad- 
vantage of the stenographer in a financial way, 
Stenographers have good salaries, but school teach- 
ers have better. For a woman who desires to re- 
main a spinster to the end of her days, live a com- 
paratively easy life, most comfortably and luxurli- 
ously, I know of no employment offering such ad- 
vantages as teaching in the New York public 
schools. To compare them in any way with the 
teachers in the London Board Schools is impossible 
except to say that they are in no way similar. My 
information is that the New York teacher, beginning 
at 18 or 20, receives never less than $600 a year, and 
if she advances to a principalship she may receive 
as high as $2,750 a year. 

There is a continual and gradual rate of in .*ee 
as she advances from the six-hundred-dollar posi- 
tion, so that a salary of fourteen or fifteen hundred 
dollars a year for a woman teacher is quite a com- 
mon thing. She has always her Saturdays and 
Sundays, her short hours during school days, and 
her two and a half months’ vacation, which she 
often seems to elect to spend in touring Europe. 

In respect of hours and salary, surely she is to 
be envied of all women workers in other employ- 
Appointed from civil service lists after a 
competitive examination, teachers can only lose 
their positions after a trial which has proved gross 
misconduct, insubordination, neglect of duty, or 
general inefficiency, Their appointments are really 
appointments for life, for after thirty years’ service 
they are retired with a pension sufficient to sup- 
port them comfortably in their old age. And in ad- 
dition to their regular salaries, also, many of them 
engage as teachers in the night schools, receiving 
large additional pay. 

To an Englishman or Englishwoman all this 
reads like a fairy tale. One is tempted to exclaim

So have Grace 
George, Fritzi Scheff, Hattie Willlams, Annie Rus- 
sell, Blanche Bates, Maxine Elliott and Henrietta 
Bruce leading man for Ethel 
Barrymore, is generally regarded as an American 
actor, but he happens to be a nephew of Sir Charles 
Wyndham and of the nationality thereby implied. 
And there are others. 

Lew Fields will introduce Lawrence Grossmith 
and Coralie Blythe, both from the London stage. 
Joe Weber has an Englishman, Ernest Lambart, in 
important parts, and he {ts also going to bring Mau- 
rice Farkoa over from London. The English musical 
comedy, “Lady Mapcap,” which the Shuberts will 
present at the Casino next month, will have half a 
English players, including Madge Crichton, 
Delia Mason and George Carroll, of the original 
London cast. ‘“‘ The Squawman,” with its two com- 
panies, requires the services of a number of English 
actors, and the four “ Lion and the Mouse” com- 
panies will afford employment to as many English 
actors.

Discussed by ‘“‘An Englishwoman in New York.”’ 


“Oh, who would not a New York teacher be!” 

But let us look at the matrimonial aspect of the 
New York school teacher, and a little thought and 
investigation will surely prove that she has fewer 
desirable offers of marriage than women in any 
other profession, and that when sh@ does marry she 
probably makes the most undestrable wife. I do 
not, of course, here refer to the very young and 
still unhardened school teacher. Snatched from her 
environment by some far-seeing man she may yet 
be saved, though as by fire. : 

But the average New York teacher, ranging in 
age from 25 to 40, has few characteristics to rec- 
ommend her to the average man who goes seeking a 
wife. Unlike the stenographer, she is unaccustomed 
to the ways of a dictator. She it is who dictates and 
none presumes to dictate to her. 

The exercise of her profession tends to make her 
extremely critical and masterful, and she is little 
fitted for the mutual concessions and forbearance 
of married life. Let her be never so gifted with the 
chafing dish, she fails when it comes to the appeal 
to male vanity. She is accustomed to giving ad- 
vice, not to receiving it. 

Recently a lawyer pointed out to me a brother 
lawyer, saying: “Two years ago that man had the 
most independent disposition I ever saw. Now he’s 
the meekest man of my acquaintance. He married 
a school teacher 32 years old. I don’t need to ex- 
plain more! ”’ 

The opportunities of school teachers for meeting 
men in a business way are very few. To be sure, 
they meet men teachers, but male pedagogues they 
hold in slight regard. They consider them encroach- 
ers upon the female domain, following an unmascu- 
line calling. ‘‘He hens” is the descriptive name 
they give to their male co-workers in the instruc- 
tion of the young idea. 

This perhaps, taken in conjunction with her feel- 
ing of safety and financial independence, contr!b- 
aites to the indifference to matrimony which is so 
much exhibited by the New York school teacher. 
Occasionally, it is true, she marries before she is 
30, and sometimes one of the masculine pedagogues to 
whom I have referred. Then it becomes a question 
of Greek meeting Greek. It is probably a happier 
marriage than if. she, married outside her profes- 
sion. After her marriage comes the question of con- 
tinuing at her work, keeping her salary, and teach- 
ing to the end of the thirty years in order to pro- 
vide herself with an independent income for lI‘fe. 
For by some dispensation of the municipal powers 
of this city the teacher may marry and still be a 
teacher, the law forbidding this having proved so 
unpopular that it had to be repealed. 

This, it seems to me, is a state of affairs bring- 
ing about injustice to the younger teachers and 
young aspirants who need the work. When the law 
forbidding the continuance of teaching after mar- 
riage was in force, it was attacked by the teachers 
as discouraging to matrimony and conducive to 
race suicide. Yet the present law, it would seem to 
an unprejudiced mind, has a@ tendency to promote 
selfishness and money greed in the woman teach- 
er and a certain lack of manliness in the man who 


won permanent places on the American stage. Both 
Dodson were introduced to New York 
audiences in the same character, that of Cayley 
Drummie in “ The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.” Dodson 
played the part first with the Kendals, and Arliss 
was in the support of Mrs. Patrick Campbell on her 
first tour here. 

Eleanor Robson imports an English actor, Charles 
Cartwright, to stage her plays this season, and Dion 
Boucicault has crossed the Atlantic to produce “ His 
House in Order.” The Gatety piece, “The Spring 
Chicken,” has been Americanized by Richard Carle, 
but still it will afford an opportunity for at least one 
Englishman, Victor Morley. 

Keith Wakeman, an actress of American birth, 
whose professional career has been mainly on 
the London stage, will be the new- leading lady 
with Otis Skinner in ‘The Duel,” in succession 
to Fay Davis. Miss Davis never acted until she 
went to London and made a success with George 
Alexander at the St. James’s Theatre. Then she 
came to New York with a London reputation, and 
has recently annexed an English actor as husband. 
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Arliss and 


Harry Warner, son of Charles Warner, the popu- 
lar English actor, and George Lestocq, son of the 
English general manager for Charles Frohman, have 
elected to make their theatrical careers in America 
rather than in England. Murray Carson and Esme 
Beringer, both London players of repute, are seek- 
ng fortune in the American vaudeville theatres in a 
dramatic sketch. Kyrle BeMNew will have a number 
of English actors in his support this season. 

W. L. Abingdon, is permanently settled in America, 
and has won an American bride. Holbrook Blinn is of 
American birth, but his theatrical success has been 
achieved principally in London. He, too, finds refuge 
from the London depression in an American engage- 
ment. : 

Lawrance D’Orsay, the luckiest English actor who 
ever crossed the Atlantic, will continue to twinkle 
gently as an American star. And there may still be 
other English stars in the near future. Cyril Maude 
and Gerald Du Maurier will be knocking at the door 
soon, and they will both be welcome. Mr. 
Maude is regarded as one of the most consum- 
mate artists on the English-speaking stage while 


Commander, and eleven years later, in 1891, a Com- 
mander. 

As a Commander he first gained fame, he being 
the officer in command of the cruiser Detroit when 
that vessel hada “runin” with some Brazilian war- 
ships off Rio Janeiro in 1893.

At that age, if she began at 
20, she may be retired on a pension of not less than 
$600 or more than $1,500, and marry some man of 
her choice, Or she may live abroad for the remain- 
der of her days, care free. 

School teaching as it is carried on in New York 
is a spinster-making profession. Encouraging wo- 
men, by law, to marry, it yet unfits them for the 
duties of wifehood and homemaking. And the 
mother who has been for long a school teacher {fs not 
the most successful of mothers, for she is Hable to 
govern or to attempt to govern by rule and rote, 
by regulation and precept. It is the one profes- 
sion, it seems to me, among American women which 
is put in competition with matrimony. 
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Had I the rearing of a young New York girl whe 
must be self-supporting I think I should say to her, 
“Will you get married or be a school teacher ?” 
Should she declare in favor of marriage I should 
prepare her to enter some business house or office 
as stenographer or bookkeeper. thoroughly 
trained as to her character and her work, I should 
feel little doubt that the right man would find her. 
Certainly personal ambition would scarcely stand in 
her way when the apparently right man did seek 
her out. She has, in that profession, nothing to 
gain and much to lose by middle age. After 40 she 
is not so desirable in an office. Her place will surely 
be taken by a younger woman, and no pension will

In a similar way Finlay’s comet has now been 
rediscovered. But comets are infinitely more erratic 
in their motions than planets, so that this new tri- 
umph of mathematical analysis really is not less ad- 
mirable than the famous achievement of Leverrier, 
an achievement in which Adams, the English astron- 
omer, would have outstripped. his French competitor 
if the results of his calculations had not been unduly 
withheld. The details of the two problems differ, but 
both rest upon the same basis, namely, the effects 
of disturbing attractions. Finlay’s comet was last 
seen in 1898. When due again in 1900 nobody could 
find it. This year it was due once more, but as it 
did not turn up when expected some feared that it

Schulhof, did not thus despair. Knowing that the 
little comet was subject to the disturbing attraction 
of Jupiter, he calculated the effects of that attraction 
with such nicety and such success that he was able 
to imitate Leverrier, and to indicate confidently to 
a friend at Koenigstuhl the spot in the sky where the 
missing comet. ought to be seen.

Hotel, above Interlaken, lost their way in a snow- 
storm on the journey from Wilderswye, and one of 
them fell from a height of over sixty feet, and was 
seriously injured. A shepherd named Gurdel was the 
next victim. A day or two before the Rev. W. 
Thornton of St. Barnabas, Kensington, had met with 
the accident which nearly cost him his life on the 
slippery flanks of Bareneggweg, above Grindelwald, 
A week later a young workman named Michel fell 
from the Piz Julier, near St. Moritz, and was killed. 
The following week a yonug Parisian of 16, named 
Levy, who had lost his way on the Harder, in the 
Interlaken district, missed his footing and was 
dashed to pieces. 

A particularly sad accident on the Alliére mountain, 
in the Valais dfstrict, was the next to be recorded. 
A resident had sent his two little sons up into tha 
alps, or pastures, above to watch a herd of heifers. 
Two hours later the younger boy came rushing into 
the house in tears, saying that his brother had 
“dropped into the air.” The frightened father and 
some friends found the little mangled body at the 
foot of a rock 250 feet high, from which the lad, 
in his endeavor to save one of the heifers from 
“getting too near the edge,’’ had fallen. On Aug. 10 
& young workman named Zimmerman slipped while 
picking edelweiss on the Burgenfliih, in the Berne 
Canton, and was killed; and the same day another 
edelweiss hunter, while 6,000 feet up on the Lattrein- 
first, in the same canton, fell a distance.of 500 feet. 
A little later a party of six Alpine soldiers made an 
ascent of the Galenstock. On the downward journey 
one of the climbers, a Sergeant Major named Nager, 
and an experienced Alpinist, missed his hold and 
was dashed to pieces on the Tinfen glacier, hundreds

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Futility and Decline 
of the French Duel 


N an attempt to give dignity to the duel between 
Gen. de Négrier and Gen. André the other day 
Paris papers overshot the mark and have sud- 
denly awakened to the gruesome folly of it all 
—particularly La Petite République, Humanité, 
and Le Petit Parisien. The last-named paper

says: 

“Dueling is one of the most useless things it is 
possible to imagine. What could it prove? The two 
Generals give the lie one to the other. Their respec- 
tive friends believe them, and their respective ene- 
mies have no faith in their affirmations. How can 
a pistol shot change this? And, in truth, men who 
have a long military career behind them, men in the 
autumn of life, have better work to do than to fight 
like German students.” 

The strange thing is that the French sense of hu- 
mor, so keen to detect the ludicrous in foreign man- 
ners and customs, should need so strong a stimulant 
as the Négrier-André burlesque to stir it into a rec- 
ognition of absurdities perpetrated at home. One 
would think that a fighting race like the French 
would have recognized long ago that there was no 
real satisfaction to be got nowadays out of “ répara- 
tion par les armes.”’ It must be assumed that an in- 
jury deep enough to demand such “ réparation”’ can 
only be wiped out in blood, and the rules of the 
modern duel have been carefully framed to guard 
against the possibility of any being shed. 

Everybody knows that a duel with pistols is a 
mere formal affair, in which even the risk of an 
accident is reduced to a minimum. The pistols used 
are old-fashioned muzzle-loading weapons, carrying 
a round bullet, and they may be so loaded that at 
twenty-five paces—the regulation distance—a man 
might be hit without being hurt. Then the system of 
firing by word of command gives no time for any 
aim to be taken. Swords are more dangerous, espe- 
cially in inexperienced hands. If a duelist gets badly 
hurt in fighting with them it is nearly always his 
own fault; he spits himself on his opponent’s weapon, 
as M. Sarraut did the other day. In the case of 
skilled fencers a duel generally ends in a scratch.

® YONDON papers have been commenting upon 
the speech delivered by Charles Bonaparte, 
© Secretary of the Navy, at Cumberland, Md., 
in which the speaker urged a more drastic 
method of punishment for Anarchists. An 
official highly placed in Scotland Yard de- 
clared to a representative of The London Standard 
that every member of the Anarchist fraternity is 
known to the English police individually, and his 
whereabouts recorded carefully. 

There is a special department, under the control 
of Supt. Quin of Scotland Yard, who has made 
a life study of the subject, and 
is able to lay its hand at any moment on any particu- 
lar member of the fraternity. A perfect system of 
collaboration with the Continental police authorities 
keeps the department cognizant of fresh arrivals, and 
the destination and movements of these undesirable 
immigrants—no matter what their station in life— 
are carefully watched. On the occasion of any royal 
procession there is no Anarchist in England who has 
not at least two plain clothes officers in close but un- 
obtrusive attendance on him. In the same way every 
meeting of the fraternity, large or small, in London 
or elsewhere, is previously notified to the police, and 
few such meetings are held without the presence of a 
disguised police officer. 

Mr. Bonaparte’s opinion that “ the death penalty 
ought to be inflexibly imposed on Anarchists when- 
ever they were, directly or indirectly, responsible for 
the taking of human life,” called forth from the Scot- 
land Yard official the fact that this penalty existed in 
every European country with the exception of Switz- 
erland, Italy, and Austria, although France was about 
to abolish capital punishment. The word “ indirect- 
ly’ was, of course, equivalent to the English law 
‘accessories before the fact,’’ and wherever 
such guilty knowledge could be proved the death

Armada’s Treasure Again 


NOTHER attempt—the third within two years 
—will shortly be made to recover the treas- 
ure said to have been on board the Admiral 
of Florence, the treasure ship of the Spanish 
Armada, when she sank off Tobermory, Isle 
of Mull, in 1588. The difficulty of reaching 
and exploring the sunken vessel is owing to the fa 
that the floor of Tobermory Bay is composed of finé 
shifting sand. Capt. Burns of the British Marine 
Salvage Association, who is in charge of the opera- 
tions, has now invented an apparatus by which this 
sand may be removed. The expenses of the enter- 
prise are being defrayed by a syndicate of Glasgow 
merchants to whom the Duke of Argyll delegated his 
ancient rights conferred on an ancestor by royal 
charter in 1641. ’ 

As early as 1661 a Swede identified the ship with 
the poop, where the gold bullion is still, sanding up, 
undamaged by the explosion which had blown up 
the deck from the mizzenmast forward. This Swede 
brought up a heavy iron cannon. Later the ninth 
Earl of Argyll instituted a search by which a metale 
bound chest was recovered. In 1687 William Phipps 
invented a new form of diving bell, and companies 
were formed for the recovery of goods and treasure 
from sunken ships around the coast. The Argyll of 
the period headed one of these companies, which 
carried on operations in Tobermory Bay and on the 
other side of the Sound of Mull, where another gal~ 
leon was reported to have been sunk. In 1740 John, 
Duke of Argyll, recovered a beautiful brass cannon 
in Tobermory Bay. This was three yards twenty- 
two inches in length, and of most elaborate and ex- 
cellent workmanship. The ornamentation and en- 
graving showed it was a French piece, and the metal- 
work is attributed to the great Benvenuto Cellini.

®T its recent session the German Reichstag 
voted additional duties on beer, and now a 
beer war, or, as the Germans say, a “ bier- 
krieg,’’ threatens the entire country. For the 
present the fight is largely confined to the 
brewers and small dealers. The brewers 
have formed a ring into which they are striving to 
squeeze the entire trade. In a number of important 
towns like Leipsic, Halle, Erfurt, Cassel, Hanover, 
and Frankfurt the war rages merrily.

“In Arizona we were after the small bird life of 
the desert. The large birds do not flourish there, 
as they rarely do in deserts, but there are abund- 
ant species of the smaller kind, and we took away 
enough ‘skins,’ nests, and all that makes up the 
peculiar environment of bird life to give an ade- 
quate view of the actual scene through which we 
wandered down there, Rattlers? Of course! Who 
could go on a hunting trip through the cactus des- 
ert of Arizona without seeing them? Doubtless a 
few specimens will find their way into our groups. 
But we had no alarming adventures with them. 
Remember, we slept in a canvas floored tent! 

“In Wyoming, where we went for big game, 
the golden eagle, we had a taste of the real, pict- 
uresque “wild West” that forms the background 
of so much of our literature. You will find it out 
there still, as primitive and rugged as ever. We 
traveled there in the old style, in the prairie schoon- 
er, much as in the emigrant days of our forefa- 
thers, when the West was being opened up to the 
world for the first time. It is a lumbering, un- 
wieldy affair, the prairie schooner, and more than 
once ours was in danger of capsizing. The Wyoming 
roads in that part of the State are merely trails, 
you know, and often lead where a “tenderfoot” 
cares not to tread. For instance, I remember stop- 
ping to hold a council of war on the banks of the 
Muddy, a stream of unknown depth into which 
our trail persistently led us. It was a horrible 
plunge to take, and there was no record to show to 
what depth we would sink. But we faced the in- 
evitable, and got to the other side somehow. There 
is nothing like a prairie schooner when it comes 
to swimming or other like emergencies. 

“We were told that the region in Wyoming 
through which we traveled was well settled. Per- 
haps it is, according to Western ideas. But we never 
found the log houses of the ranchmen nearer than 
seventeen miles to each other. You will be sur- 
prised to know, however, that we were always in 
reach of the telephone. The ranchmen out there 
put the latter to a rather peculiar use, and one to 
which it is well adapted—a sort of burglar alarm. 
They make it serve as the top wire of the barbed 
fences with which they inclose their herds of cat- 
tle, and by testing this telephone wire every now 
and then they are able to find out if any break has 
been made in their fence, and hence if any of their 
cattle have strayed away or been stolen. 

* Out there in Wyoming where we traveled not 
a day passed that we did not see some lonely sur- 
vivors of the great herds of antelope that overran 
the region twenty years ago. We found skulls. of 
the buffalo and shed horns of the elk also along 
the trail—mementos of the big hunting days of 
the past. As for the ranchmen, we found them as 
hospitable and interesting as tradition makes them. 
Somewhat more sophisticated, perhaps. I remem- 
ber one chap, a typical cowboy, born and brought 
up in Wyoming, at whose cabin we put up. He 
knew all that fiction has to tell about the wild 
West, and the Easterner who ventures into it. He 
took us for the genuine type of tenderfoot, and 
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proceeds. They do not heave their bodies back- 
ward, but rely more on the driving force of their 
legs, and at the finish having slid some inches more 
than Cambridge, their bodies hardly pass the per- 
pendicular. They have not yet quite mastered the 
knack of taking their blades out of the water clean, 
but in this respect they are improving. Their ro- 
cover with the hands is good and quick.

THE MENTAL CAPACITY OF THE MARQUIS 
TOWNSHEND. 

For ten days Mr. Justice Bucknill and a jury 
have been engaged in investigating the condition of 
the Marquis Townshend’s mind, and on Saturday 
last the jury decided that, though he was incapabie 
of managing his affairs, he was yet capable of man- 
aging himself, and that there was no necessity, 
therefore, to put him under restraint. The Marquis 
bears an ancient name, and the history of his fain- 
ily is a distinguished one. Its founder was a certain 
Sir Roger Townshend, who was Justice of the Com- 
mon Pleas under Richard III. and Henry VII.

“That was when we were on the road to our 
eagles. The latter have their nests in the bluffs 
overhanging Bates’s Hole. We knew that they were 
living there, and we went straight to the place and 
found them. The nest was built in the face of a 
clay cliff, which we found easy enough to climb. 
An eagle’s nest is a large structure, built of sticks 
and lined with juniper bark, pine needles, and fir 
tops. They have been found to measure sometimes 
as much as three and a half feet high by three feet 
wide.

“You have heard many a sensational story un- 
doubtedly of the bravery with which the golden 
eagle defends its eyrie from prying strangers, and 
you wonder at my quietly climbing up the Bates’s 
Hole bluff to take a look at this eagle’s nest. Alas! 
I wish I could give you here the tale of a thrilling 
adventure. I hate to impugn the National bird with 
cowardice. But the fact of the matter is I never 
knew an eagle to play the part of anything else than 
a coward on such occasions. Big as he is, and 
fiercely armed with talons and beak that could do 
frightful execution, apparently, on any intruder, he 
flies away and leaves his young to the mercy of 
whatever stranger comes to investigate them. And 
that is just what all these big birds do, condor as 
well as cagle. In ail my experience, the only time 
when I have seen a large bird strike at a person for 
intruding on its nest was in hunting a black tern. 
In my own case, also, I once had a fishhawk come 
uncomfortably near me when I was investigating 
his home. They are generally cowards, these big 
birds, while the bravest of all the feathered tribe, 
judging from my experience, is the smallest—the 
humming bird. The theft of a humming bird's nest 
means a battle royal with the fearless little owner. 

“We studied our eagles in Bates's Hole to our 
hearts’ content, making accurate records of every- 
thing in the environment—the nest, the scenery, the 
ways of the birds themselves. We did not shoot the 
birds, however, as we do not need their skins in the 
group that we intend putting up this Winter as a 
result of our visit. 

“ After our travels through the eagle country we 
went to Southern California to visit the peer of the 
eagle, the largest of all birds, the California rult- 
ure, or condor. As a race of birds the California 
condor is rapidly nearing extinction, and a study 
of his habits is of great importance to the ornithol- 
ogist. The particular family of condors that we 
went to see live in the mountains about sixty miles 
east of Santa Barbara.

The bridegroom provided himself 
with two good cameras and an unlimited 
quantity of films, intending to make 
enough photographs of out-of-the-way 
scenes to cover part of his traveling ex- 
penses.

that little diversity or originality is 
shown.

THE PEOPLE’S SINGING CLASSES 
It is generally safe to agree with Shake- 
speare, and Dr. Frank Damrosch appar- 
ently did so when he started the “ Peo- 
ple’s Singing Classes”’ in 1892. To test 
his theory that any one who can talk can 
sing Dr. Damrosch started with a small 
class over fourteen years ago, and now, 
the fifteenth season, which opens in 


in 
besides the 


September, eleven classes 
People’s Choral Union will start work in 
this city. The latter, composed of gradu- 
ates of such classes, numbers about 1,000 
voices. The object of the movement, be- 
sides teaching its members to sing, is to 


promote the love and culture of music 


among the masses. 
Planned on a co-operative basis, and run 


at the lowest possible expense, the study 
of music is brought within the reach of 
all. Dues of 10 cents a lesson cover the 
price of tuition and the cost of the music. 
The singing classes are self-sustaining 
and self-governing A committee of 
twenty-four, elected by the members, 
conducts the material affairs of the of- 
ganization. Its headquarters are at 131 
West Fourteenth Street. The services of 
all members, including the director and 
teachers, are given free. Teachers are 
personally selected by Dr. Damrosch, and 
are in close touch with him. 

It may be interesting to note that this 
season will witness the opening of a new 
class within the district between Twenty- 
fifth and Eighty-sixth Streets, east ot 
Fifth Avenue. For several years this sec- 
tion of the city has not been covered by 
the work of the singing classes, and peo- 
ple wishing to join the movement were 
obliged to travel long distances. There 
are surely thousands of people in the « 
trict who will gladly embrace the oppor- 
tunity which will be afforded them. 

A visit to Cooper Union on a Sunday 
afternoon when the People’s Choral Un- 
ion ig in session under the direction of 
Dr. Damrosch himself, will convince any 
one of the enjoyment and benefits which 
are derived from these lessons. Snow, 
rain, or shine will find Cooper Union 
filled to the doors with earnest students. 
When the movement was first inaugu- 
rated it seemed visionary to most to be- 
lieve that persons of ordinary musical 
ability could learn to sing—much less to 
perform the works of the great masters. 
And yet among the oratorios successfully 
taken up are Handel's ‘‘ Messiah”’ and 
‘*Samson,’’ Bruch’s ‘“‘ Lay of the Bell,”’ 
and ‘‘ Mendelssohn's ‘“ Elijah.’’ At the 
end of each season a concert is given to 
show the work of the year. Then it is 
that the Hstener, although he enjoys the 
music, regrets his own inability to take 
part.

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An Art Pilgrimage to America

. Expert from the Louvre Searching 
* Out Our Hidden Treasures. 


R. JOHN JONES of Keokuk, 
Iowa, has amassed a fortune 
in one or other of the nu- 
merous ways in which fort- 
® unes are made in America. 

On retiring from business he 
turns his attention to art, and in the 
course of half a dozen years acquires 
a number of pictures by, say, old Italian 
masters, which he obtains from all 
sorts of sources—auction sales at the 
Hotel Drouot and Christie's; private 
purchases in London, Paris, Berlin, New 
York, and Madrid; carefully secret ne- 
gotiations with impoverished European 
noblemen. 

Mr. Jones is rather a surly individual, 
and absolutely refuses to let the public 
Icok at his ccllection. Perhaps he 
thinks that no one but himself knows 
what treasures in the way of art ob- 
jects he possesses. He is making: a 
big mistake. There are a score of ex- 
perts in Europe who probably know a 
great deal more regarding his collec- 
tion than he does himself; who know 
the history of every picture; who are 
aware wher Mr. Jones has bought a 
genuine work by some master and when 
he has been “ stuck.” 

As a matter of fact, the experts in 
Europe have a far better knowledge of 
what art treasures are in America than 
have the Americans, and this fact was 
strikingly illustrated in a conversation 
which a Times reporter had a few days 
ego with one of these experts, who is 
now in this country. He is M. Migeon, 
curator of miscellaneous art objects 
of the Louvre in Paris, who is traveling 
through the United States on his way 
to Japan, where he hopes to be able 
to purchase a few treasures of Japanese 
art before the demand for the rapidly 
decreasing number of such treasures 
in the market puts the prices up to 
prohibitive figures. 

M. Migeon has planned what ap- 
pears a quite eccentric tour in America 
before making for the Pacific 
He went from here to Boston, 
from there he will go to Detroit. He 
will then visit Chicago, and after that 
make stops at half a dozen other places 
which, to an American, would appear 
the least likely to attract a lover of 
art. But M. Migeon knows just what 
he wents to see in each town, and in 
the course of a brief conversation he 
mentioned collection after collection 
the existence of which is absolutely 
unknown to the average American art 
connoisseur. 

liow many Americans know even that 
Boston owns the finest collection of 
Oriental art objects outside of Japan? 
European experts know it, and the 
keepers of the Museum of Fine Arts 
in Boston know it, but {t is safe to say 
that the average student of Oriental 
art in this country is quite unaware 
of it. M. Migeon, whose department in 


the Louvre has to do with Oriental as 
well as Occidental miscellaneous art 
objects, knew perfectly well what he 
would find in Boston, and he grew 
enthusiastic in anticipation. He knew 
all ahout the marvellous Japanese 
wooden sculptures of the ninth and fol- 
lowing centuries, of the beautiful bronze 
statuette of Mwannon, dating from the 
cighth century; of the gold lacquer; 
the splendid early Chinese Buddhist 
paintings; the Lamaist pictures on cot- 
ton, and, above all, ef the Japanese 
makimonos and kakemonos, including 
one of three rolls of the early thirteenth 
century, of which the two others are 
respectively in the collection of the 
Mikado and in that of Baron Iwasaki 
of Tokio. 

Of course M. Migeon knew of the 
treasures in Mrs. Gardner’s Museum at 
Boston, and said he would endeavor 
He also wants to go to Bal- 
timore to look at the Walters art ob- 
jects, and his visit to Detroit is in 
order to inspect the treasures which 
belong to Charles L. Freer. 

It is evident that European connois- 
seurs do not give the Metropoliten 
Museum of Art in this city the first 
place among American collections. M. 
Migeon was greatly impressed by some 
of the treasures he saw there, but he 
thought that the collections included a 
r.umber of objects which ought to be

Americans make “art pilgrimages” 
to Europe, and of course such pilgrim- 
ages will continue as long as Europe 
is on the map, but it is evident that 
America now contains so many treas- 
ures that the European connoisseur who 
wants to complete his education must 
visit this country and inspect the great 
and small collections here.

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A GEORGIA RIP VAN WINKLE. 
© N extraordinary story—combining 
in-one the tragedies of Rip Van 
Winkle and Enoch. Arden—tis that 
of Anderson Pittman, who after 


an interval of nearly fifty years 


has suddenly reappeared near 
Cartersville, Ga., the State of his nativ- 
ity. Pittman was born in 1823 in Haber- 
sham County, and there, some time in 
the fifties, married a certain Miss Ballew, 
whose Christian name doesn’t appear. In 
1861, like most Georgians over 15 and 
under 60, he enlisted in the Confederate 
Army, and marched off to the war with 
a company of his neighbors organized by 
Capt. Ezekiel Fuller. This company, a 
part of the Twenty-fourth Georgia Regl- 
ment, served in Virginia, and Pittman 
served with it and was accounted a good 
soldier. His military career continued, 
with credit but without advancement, till 
1864, when he was captured by the Fed- 
erals in a nameless skirmish and taken 
away to New York a prisoner of war. 
The particular prison is not identified in 
the original story In The Atl . News, 
but the fall of the Confederacy did not 
bring Pittman release. They say he 
was a man with a true mountaineer’s 
spirit. A Federal officer ordered him to 
open a gate in the prison yard, and when 
he failed to obey with due alacrity struck 
him with a whip he carried. Whereupon 
the prisoner whisked a concealed Colt 
revolver from his pocket and shot the 
officer dead in his tracks. How Pittman 
had smuggled the pistol into the prison 
is not explained, but he was tried for 
murder and duly convicted. A sentence 
of death was somehow commuted to im- 
prisonment for somethin like forty 
years, and the scene of this period of in- 
earceration is placed in the ‘“‘ New York 
Penitentiary.” 


Meantime the wife Pittman had left 
hind him in Habersham County, Ga., 
his neighbors there had heard no word of 
him. He had absolutely disappeared after 
the skirmish in which he was captured. 
He was therefore naturally enough as- 
sumed to be dead, There was even a'story 
more definite which related that he had 
been killed at Chickamauga. Mrs. Pitt- 
man nursed her grief for a while, but 
years passed and did their work. In time, 
presuming herself a widow, she yielded 
to the urgencies of an eager suitor from 
Hall County and became Mrs 
Whitecotton. Whitecotton in due course 
was killed, some say by a man named
